Eighty  per  cent  of  the  663  students 
enrolled  at  St.  Joseph  College  Calu¬ 
met  Center  are  from  Indiana,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Rev.  Cletus  G.  Kern, 
Registrar.  Nineteen  per  cent  are 
from  Illinois  and  the  others  are  from 
Michigan  and  South  Dakota. 

Father  Kern  said  the  533  Hoosier 
students  are  from  23  communities, 
most  of  which  are  located  in  the 
Calumet  Region.  Fourteen  Illinois 
communities  have  sent  126  scholars 
to  the  Center.  The  663  students  are 
from  40  communities. 

REGISTRATION  at  St.  Joseph’s 
College  increased  71.9  per  cent  dur¬ 
ing  the  first  semester  of  the  1961-62 
school  year  over  the  previous  year. 
The  Calumet  Center  became  a  four- 
year  degree-granting  school  a  year 
ago  and  this  fall  enrolled  275  fresh¬ 
men. 

Contributing  the  greatest  number 
of  scholars  to  the  St.  Joseph’s  total 
enrollment  is  Hammond  with  150. 


Students  On  Radio 

Certain  students  from  the  Funda¬ 
mentals  of  Speech  classes  will  be 
on  the  radio  program  begun  last 
year  for  this  school.  This  program 
will  be  resumed  with  students  in¬ 
formally  interviewing  local  busi¬ 
nessmen  and,  perhaps,  faculty 
members.

East  Chicago  is  next  with  116  and 
Gary  third  with  90. 

Chicago  has  the  largest  number  of 
Illinois  students  enrolled  at  St.  Jos¬ 
eph’s,  51.  The  school  lists  38  stu¬ 
dents  from  Calumet  City  and  22  from 
Lansing  among  the  126  from  Illinois. 

OTHER  COMMUNITIES  repre¬ 
sented  are:

Hebron,  2;  and  Plymouth,  Porter, 
Valparaiso,  Peru  and  Chesterton,  1 
each. 

Male  enrollment  is  somewhat 
higher  in  the  coeducational  liberal 
arts  college.  The  344  male  students 
represent  51.9  per  cent  of  the  stu¬ 
dent  body.  Numerically,  they  hold 
a  344-319  margin  in  the  enrollment 
tabulation.

Students  Satisfied 
With  Class  Rings 

The  students  desiring  class  rings 
have  been  fitted  and  the  order  tak¬ 
en.  The  students  who  bought  the 
rings  agreed  that  there  was  an  ex¬ 
cellent  selection  and  they  approved 
of  the  design.  In  all,  nineteen  rings 
were  ordered,  a  greater  number 
than  was  anticipated.  There  were 
three  choices:  red  stone,  blue  stone 
or  black  onyx.  The  red  and  blue 
rings  are  $38.07;  the  black  onyx  is 
$35.67. 

The  red  and  blue  rings  were  the 
most  popular  choice :  seven  stu¬ 
dents  ordered  red;  six  ordered  blue; 
and  six  ordered  black.  Ten  seniors 
and  nine  juniors  placed  orders.

To  Conduct  Survey 

The  Sociology  Department  of  the 
Calumet  Center,  under  the  direction 
of  Assistant  Professor  of  Sociology 
Mr.  Alec  Lazur,  will  conduct  a  sur¬ 
vey  on  ethnic  group  consciousness. 
The  area  of  the  survey  will  encom¬ 
pass  the  north-west  section  of  East 
Chicago.  The  territory  surveyed 
extends  from  Columbus  Drive 
(north)  to  the  B&O  railroad  tracks 
(south),  and  from  Railroad  Avenue 
(east)  to  White  Oak  Avenue  (west).

Mr.  Russell  Kirk,  who  is  the  au¬ 
thor  of  “A  Program  for  Conserva¬ 
tives,”  will  be  the  first  of  many  to 
appear  at  St.  Joe’s  for  our  Visiting 
Author  Program.  Mr.  Kirk  will  lec¬ 
ture  on  “The  Future  of  American 
Conservatism,”  Oct.  9.  The  lecture 
will  begin  at  7 :30  and  last  approxi¬ 
mately  one  hour  and  fifteen  min¬ 
utes.  The  audience  will  then  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  take  a  coffee  break.  They 
will  return  at  9  to  take  part  in  a  dis¬ 
cussion  of  Mr.  Kirk’s  book.  The  lec¬ 
ture  will  take  place  at  the  college 
auditorium  on  the  Rensselaer  Cam¬ 
pus.

It  is  very  possible  that  you  have 
seen  one  of  our  students  walking 
through  the  corridors  with  a  grim 
and  sober  look  upon  his  face.  It  is 
very  probable  this  student’s  name 
is  Thomas  Emro.  Tom,  who  is  a 
senior  majoring  in  Education,  has 
been  confronted  lately  with  many 
problems:  33  of  them,  in  fact. 

The  reason  is  very  simple,  Tom 
has  begun  student  teaching.  All 
kidding  aside,  Tom  said  none  of  the 
students  have  given  him  trouble. 
When  asked  for  the  secret  formula, 
nesaid:  “On  the  first  day  of  school, 
I  laid  down  the  law.” 

For  the  past  four  weeks  he  has 
been  teaching  fifth  and  sixth  graders 
at  Hammond  Clark,  and  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  do  so  for  at  least  five  more 
weeks.  The  most  exciting  thing  for 
Tom  has  been  taking  part  in  the 
new  educational  technique,  which  is 
being  pioneered  by  the  Hammond 
Public  Schools.  This  technique  is 
one  by  which  the  students  are 
taught  by  the  media  of  television. 
The  subjects  are  channeled  into  the 
class  room  and  the  students  partici¬ 
pate  in  the  lessons. 

Tom  had  trouble  getting  used  to 
his  students  not  having  to  do  home¬ 
work.  The  students  are  given  am¬ 
ple  study  time  in  school  to  complete 
assignments,  and  if  they  don’t  finish 
in  the  allotted  time,  the  work  is  com¬ 
pleted  the  following  day.  Students 
are  not  permitted  to  take  books 
home.  “This  is  quite  different  from 
the  parochial  grade  school  which  I 
attended,”  he  said. 

Besides  student  teaching,  Tom  is 
carrying  eight  hours  of  class  work, 
so  he  will  be  able  to  graduate  next 
June.  After  that  he  hopes  to  obtain 
a  regular  teaching  assignment  at 
Clark. 


Election  Regulations 

Each  candidate  must  have  a  peti¬ 
tion  signed  by  twenty-five  students 
and  three  faculty  members,  two  of 
whom  must  be  the  Dean  of  Students 
and  their  counsellor.  This  petition 
must  be  handed  in  to  the  Dean  of 
Students  by  the  9th  of  October. 

Each  candidate  must  campaign 
through  the  use  of  posters.  No  dis¬ 
crimination  may  be  shown  towards 
an  opposing  candidate. 

Each  candidate  must  give  a  10- 
minute  speech  on  Oct.  16,  in  which 
he  will  state  his  qualifications  and 
the  reasons  why  he  desires  to  gain 
office. 

Only  full-time  freshmen  are  al¬ 
lowed  to  vote. 

All  full-time  freshmen  wishing  to 
vote  must  register  by  the  16th  of 
October.  Place  of  registration  will 
be  disclosed  at  a  later  date. 

The  election  procedures  will  be 
under  the  direction  of  the  Dean  of 
Students  and  the  Student  Council.
